- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representatives indicated that they were considering filing an amendment whereby claims drawn to gene 
therapy will be droped and claims will be more closely drawn to evaluating levels of RNA expression in different cellular 
samples. Mr Sisson indicated that the aspect of evaluating different genes in primary and secondary tumors such that 
single cells were isolated and evaluated would, like any other calim, need to satisfy the requirements set forth under 35 
USC 112, first paragraph, and 35 USC 101. Mr. Sisson indicated that the specification, in Example 1 , spoke of 
isolating single cells yet does not provide any method steps as to how such was accomplished. Further, the 
specification is essentially silent as to what genes were isolated and what meaningful information was obtained 
therefrom. 

Mr. Sisson urged applicant to consider filing a continuation-in-part application whereby the disclosure could be 
amended so to include teachings as to how certain methods were performed as well as any results obtained. 

In response to an indication by Mr. Sisson that the application is awaiting action by the Office, Mr. Gresens 
indicated that an amendment will be filed shortly as will an associate power of attorney naming Mr. Keith Campbell.. 
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
